President Cleveland Pressed the Button 


Setting the Wheels In Motion.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 18.—President 


Cleveland touched the golden button at 
Buzzard Bay at 2 this afternoon and in-

Rev.'Dr. Grosvenor Makes a Short Ad- 


dress. 
Interesting History 
En- 


twined. The Music and Visi- 


tors. About the Church. 


The laying of the corner stone of the 


Williamstown Episcopal church yester- 
day was an auspicious occasion and one 
of great interest to the whole village and 
a wider section. Monday night the sky 
was very cloudy and Tuesday morning it 
looked very much like rain. People from 
out of town began to arrive early in the 
forenoon and about 10 o'clock the sky had 
cleared off beautifully and the day was 
all that could be wished for. 


The hour set for the laying of the cor- 


ner stone was 3 o'clock and long before 
that time people began to assemble. 
There were over 300 people present and 
the service opened with prayer by Key. 
Theodore Sedgwick, pastor of the church. 
Eev. Mr. Tib belts' boy choir of Hoosick 
Falls, N. Y., was present and also the 
Congregational church choir of this town. 


Rev. Dr. Tatlock of Stamford, Ct., who 


founded the Episcopal society in Wil- 
liarastowu over forty-one years ago was 
the principal speaker of the afternoon 
and delivered a very able address. He 
was followed by President Carter and 
Rev. William Grosvenor of Lenox. 
»r. Tntlock's Address. 


Dr. Tatlock regretted the absence of 


Bishop Lawrence and then referred to the 
fact that forty-one years ago, when a 
sophomore in Williams college, he (Dr. 
Tatlook) had begun the services of the 
Episcopal church in Williamstown, North 
Adams and Adams, where now are three 
well-equipped parishes, having 708 com- 
municants, and probably 2,500 persons un- 
der the ministration of the church. 
" This large growth," said the speaker^ 
" is from the movement then begun. A livl 
ing organized growth. New England was 
ungenial soil for this church, but it has 
conquered prejudice and had a large and 
rapid growth, and sympathy and natural 
respect have come to exist between the 
ecclesiastical descendents of the Pilgrim 
fathers and the ecclesiastical descendents 
of the fathers of the pilgrims. Forty 
years ago nobody thought that Williams- 
town would change or needed change. 
But it has changed, religiously as well as 
otherwise. The Methodist church came 
in as a reaction against the theology and 
logic of Edwards. The Episcopal church 
has its missions here, standing for the his- 
toric continuity of Christian institutions. 
Christendom is a reality and should be 
realized by all the Christendom of all the 
Christian countries. The historic sense 
will be a factor quite as much as the 
scientific sense, for induction is not every- 
thing. Revelation, and the testimony of 
the ages to it, and the response of redeem- 
ed human nature to it, which as yet finds 
nothing else to respond to, will stand, and 
the church will stand with it. 


The Episcopal church has its own cul- 


ture and its piety is as vital as any. 


The 
religious life of Williams col- 


lege 
in 
those 
days 
was deeply 


earnest, and not a few received the 
gracious 
impressions 
who 
could 


not fully sympathize in many of its ex- 
pressions. Allowance must be made for 
types. The Puritans are worthy of all 
honor; every line of their dramatic his- 
tory is a poem, notwithstanding so much 
of its tragedy. But no earthen vessels 
can hold all God's spiritual treasures, and 
the Mew England theology which Mark 
Hopkins did his best on Saturday morn- 
ings to clothe with sweet reasonableness, 
and which Albert Hopkins was so de- 
liciously inconsistent with in the Monday 
prayer meetings, and in his dealings with 
individual souls was not satisfactory to all. 
He has come nearly through thV nine- 
teenth century with his eyes shut who 
fails to see that truth is a solvent of the 
human element in all systems to make 
manifest the wisdom of the Divine." The 
speaker referred with confidence to the 
outlook of the Episcopal church in; 
America and closed with congratulations 
and encouragement to the rector and 
vestry of the church. 


President Carter was introduced and 


said, "For all who love this beautiful 
village or the college, for all who believe 
that the kingdom of God must come here 
through the warmer devotion of resources 
and lives to the master, this event has a 
large significance. This rising edifice is 
to be consecrated to the encouragement 
of reverence, purity and sweetness in 
family life; to the filling of those who 
hunger and thirst after righteousness; to 
the saving of that which is lost; to the 
widening of vision and the quickening- of 
hope in the contest which every true man 
and woman meets. The laying of this 
corner stone is an occasion of joy to many 
not of this particular communion. It is 
for me just now, the head of the college, 
to voice the congratulations not so much 
of those graduates who greatly prefer 
the doctrines which lie behind this con- 
struction as of that large company holding 
other convictions and differing tenets, 
who,'having gone out from study in this 
place, do their part in the promotion of 
good ends, look back with loving affect ion 
to the scene of their college life. It is for 
them and those who follow them, for the 
officers both dead and living of this heroic 
and Christian college; for the students 
who are now here and those who will 
later come and devote their loyal young 
lives to the service of Him who hung 
upon the cross; for us all without regard 
to limits of time or space, without remem- 
brance of any differing lines of thought, 
to bid you joy and to pray with you that 
that the blessing and peace of God may 
ever descend upon those who worship 
here and through them upon the poor 
and 
limited 
and 
suffering 
whom 


they may reach. For only us that bless- 
ing and peace flows out upon others is it 
worthy the name of Christ. And to this 
courageous young rector in his ardent en- 
deavors and warm sympathy for the bet- 
ter lite in the members of his flock and in 
all this community, in the long struggle 
of the shepard which calls for the stead- 
fast will, the loving heart and the gentlest 
touch we extend our cordial acclamations 
and bid him god speed in hi? arduous 
work. Rev. William Urosvenor of Lenox 
followed Dr. Carter.

A thin 
fog hung over them between showers, but 
was not thick enough to charitably hide 
from view the unpeopled grounds; At 
the fakirs tents, figuratively a hamlet on 
a prairie, were the only signs of activity 
and here some of the discouraged shout- 
ers withdrew under their canvasses, hav- 
ing given up any'effort to attract. They 
were all as blue as the fortune teller who 
was cautioned about her shady opera- 
tions by the authorities, 


Last night the management took the 


precaution to wet down the track so that 
it would be in fit condition for the races 
today and now it is wet enough.' Yester- 
day those who rode over to the grounds 
were blinded with dust, today they ate 
compelled to dig mud out of tfceir eyes. 
The few straggling people who aid desire 
to go to the grounds could not flnfl con- 
veyances to take them there. T*hey were 
allowed to walk disconsolately along the 
sidewalk with never a solicitation about 
"going right down." The dining hall did 
not do business enough to pajfthe rent, 
though an excellent dinner wis served. 
The attitude of most men down there was 
hands in pocket, face often turned sky- 
ward and frequently expressed hopes for 
fair weather. For three years' now the 
fair has been ruined by poor weather.

The Boston Journal had the following 


to say yesterday in regard to the sheriff 
fight. A picture of Charles W. Fuller of 
this town, the Republican candidate, was 
printed with it: 


"One of the liveliest political fights that 


will be waged in Berkshire county this 
fall will be for high sheriff of the county. 
The battle will be to a great extent a 
repetition of the one of three years ago, 
when the present incumbent of the office 
was elected by less than 100 votes, a mere 
handful, over Charles W. Fuller, chief of 
police of this city of North Adams. The 
present incumbent, John Crosby of Pitts- 
field, will DO doubt be the Democratic 
nominee for the office again, which will 
be the fourth, time he will have received 
such distinction from his party. 
Mr. 


Fuller will be sure to get the Republican 
nomination, and it is fully believed will 
be elected, too. 


"The political hold of Mr. Croaby has 


been relaxing. His strength lay in the 
fact that Pittsfield is a Democratic city, 
•nd he is a Pittsfield man, consequently 
he polled the entire vote of his party in 
that city and a good number from other 
parties, because of his personal friend- 
ships. This main fact has kept him in 
office thus long, for he was always able to 
overcome the strong Republican vote 
that was given his opponent in other 
parts of the county, mostly Republican. 


"Mr. Fuller is the strongest man that 


ever opposed him. He is a Pittsfield man 
and herein lies a good deal of his strength.

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 


Instead of the Republican party being 


bullion temporary issues, its principles 
go back to our earliest settlement, and 
among the causes of our colonial discon- 
tent with England are some of the inter- 
ests the Republican party now fosters. 
One of these is home manufactures. 
Great Britain's restrictions upon these 
wag one.of the causes of our revolution. 
The fostering of these is one of the main 
objects of the Republican }woteotive tariff, 
•which that party not only advocates in its 
national platforms but enforces in its 
national legislation. The national princi- 
ple in contrast with the states-right prin- 
ciple 5s another fundamental principle of 
the Republican party. And it 
has 


others, all of which are in the line of the 
present development of this nation. 


The Democratic party is not so well 


equipped with principles, and what prin- 
ciples it has are discredited either by cir- 
cumstances or by Democratic conduct. 
Its most duttluctive principles are state 
rights, and a tariff for revenue only. 


Now the state rights principle, as op- 


posed to the national principle, has lost 
ground in the past and will lose it in the 
futnre, for one reason because of the large 
increase in our population irom immigra- 
tion. The state rights doctrine is strong- 
est in the South to which section immi- 
grants have not largely gone. 
The 


national doctrine is strongest in the west 
and north where immigrants have gone 
largely. As affected by immigration, the 
reason for this is that the iumigant comes 
to the United States rather than to any 
particular state. What he knows before 
coming there is the American nation, the 
republic «s a whole. To this, such loyalty 
as he has IB given in advance. Nor docs 
the immigrant or his descendants become" 
so influenced by state pride as distinguish* 
ed from national feeling, as those descend- 
ed from the early settlors of the several 
states. 


The growth of the national feeling, the 


increasing national vitality, is another 
cause of, state right* decadence. It is now 
admitted that, in the long controversy 
headed by Calhoun and Webster as to the 
rel tion of tbe states to the natio i, 
Calhoun was historically right, and that 
at the time the constit ntion was framed 
matters were very much as Calhoun 
claimed. But,—and here was Webster's 
advantage—since then 
American na- 


tionality had vastly developed a life that 
•was bat feeble when it began, no that at 
tbe time of Webster's speaking the fact 
was as be argued—we bad become a na- 
tion out of a union of states. This na- 
tionality the civil war wonderfully de- 
veloped. 


From these two causes the states rights 


doctrine, fundamental as a Democratic 
party principle, is out of line with the 
present tendency and future hope of 
American life. 


Its doctrine of a tariff for revenue only 


is also out of the line of American devel- 
opment. If we were at the beginning o! 
our national life, and free to choose, there 
is much that could be urged in favor of a 
revenue as distinguished from a protec- 
tive tariff. If from tie beginning our 
tariSs had been laid for revenue only this 
country today would not be what it is. 
It Would not be so populous. Our cities 
would not be so large. We should not 
have so many miles of railroad. Oui 
manufactures would not be so various or 
so developed as they are. We should no 
have so many very rich men. Our imrai 
grant population, taken as a whole, woulc 
be better for American citizenship thani 
is. Wo should have more free land than w 
have. Wages would bo lower than they 
are. Manufactured articles,and olothiu 
would undoubtedly be higher. Our bus 
ness would be less extensive but mor 
stable than it has been or is to be. Ou 
civil war might not have come yet, am 
possibly might never have come, th 
slavcry issue being disposed: of in othe 
ways. *In short, we should have deve 
op»d more slowly, but more naturally un 
der a revenue tariff. We should be mor 
dependent than now upon foreign in 
dustrlee.. Our agriculture and our com 
merce would proportionately be greate 
than they now are. 


But if the civil war was of providentia 


ordering, and the triumph of the free 
states over the slave was providentia 
then the protective tarifts were prov 
dential, and in tbe line of God's purpos 
for but for the strength of the loya 
states given them through the developiq 
stimulus of protective tariffs they won 
never have had the material resources 
have won in that -conflict, ^nor could tl 
civil war have been continued to Northern 
success but for protective legislatio 
This much is certain. 


Besides, as between a tariff for reven 


and cue 'for protection, the issue is 
longer an open one. The industries o: 
thin country, the industries oi the world 
as a whole ore organized upon the princi- 
ple of protection. The moral claim of 
EBglaniJ for free trade is a deception. 
Her tariffs are for commercial and manu- 
facturing supremacy only, that she may 
have cheap food as a condition for low 
•wages, which is one of the conditions for 
low-prioed goods to undersell in the 
•world'! market. 


And so-when the Democratic party 


came to power upon a tariff for revanue 
only platform, they framed a tariff upon 
protective principles. The industries of 
tbe country forced them to this. A doc- 
trinaire like Henry Watterson, a true 
man though a Southerner and a Demo- 
crat, would have followed his principle ot 
• tariff for revenue only and accepted the 
bankruptcy and want that would have 
come. He did not disguise this, bat 


claimed it was the necessary evil to a 
greater good. But his party was not so 
free to follow their platform and had to 
consider business Interests, the result be- 
ing the Wilson tariff. 


Of course, to speak plainly, the Demo- 


cratic party has no principles except to 
catch votes, because it has to be subser- 
vient to tbe South, where its principal 
strength lies, and needs the support of 
Tammany Hall m the pivotal Empire 
state. These two elements discredit the 
whole party. There are honest meu in it, 
no one denies; but they are in the com- 
pany of controlling frauds and shysters. 
What Tammany Hall is everybody knows. 
It is after the patronage of the city of 
New York and lives as an organisation 
devoted to public plunder, and true only 
to its opportunities for pillage. W hat the 
South is today is equally plain. Despite 
Us undoubted courage and individual 
independence, it is openly willing to 
profit by the clemency of the North in 
the reconstructive settlement of its 
national relations. When the suffrage 
was given to tbe Negroes, the strength of 
the South in the national house of repre- 
sentatives was increased two-fifths to thu 
extent of its Negro population. Today it 
retains the national advantage, but in 
every way deprives the Negro of his vote. 
It is a dishonesty unworthy the descend- 
ants of the men who were the patriots of 
the revolution. 


But such as it is, it is. We do not de- 


spair of the South. There are elements of 
courage and independence there, which 
will yet save this nation from its yielding 
to demagogic clamor. 
But today it is 


wrong and untrue to American liberty. 
And so is the Democratic party untrue. 
We believe in tbe leadership of the Ameri- 
can republic in the advance of human 
rights. In these days we honestly believe 
the Democratic party to be in the way of 
these advancements. If we are right in 
this belief, their sophistries must fail; if 
we are wrong they will win; and we shall, 
as is often human lot, have beeuuik- 
taken. Such mistakes are oflittle moment, 
but one thing is certain, the cause of man- 
kind, of the masses., as against the classes, 
is increasingly triumphant; to that cause 
we wish the best. May it prosper; not 
by the cheap talk of demagogues, who 
often shut out the masses from their best 
friends.

The exhibition will the greatest commer- 
cial event in the history of the New 
South, will draw heavily on the Mexican 
and South American republics, and have 
great interest for investors and public- 
spirited men from all sections of the 
United States. Impressive, indeed, is the 
thought that from the very spot where 
secession was cradled should now be 
shown the promises of the grand future 
that awaits the South under free labor, 
and free capital as well. 


One of the most thorough-faced dema- 
gogues in this country isVoorhees ot 
Indiana. He was a notorious copperhead 
during the War of the Rebellion. His tall 
person gives him a formidable appearance 
on- the-stump,- but he appeals in his 
speeches to tbe lowest prejudices. He 
has not afMU'ticle of statesmanship in his 
composition. He has never worked with 
any other organs but his tongue and 
mouth. He is ' now engaged in denounc- 
ing the Federal Supreme court for its de- 
cision in the matter of the income tax. 
He is, of courset a friend of Debs, the 
leader of the Chicago railroad riot, In 
this way he is. endeavoring to secure a 
following among the laboring men. He 
appears to be a mere windbag, and his 
long career in the United States senate is 
an Impeachment of the good sense and 
judgment of the voters of Indiana.— 
Boston Gazette.

EVACUATION OF BANES 


Gives Cuban Insurgents a Good Hold 


on Northern Districts, 


Spanish Soldiers Unable to 


Withstand Attack. 


Reports of the War's Progress Tend lo Favor 


Insurgents' Chances. 


BOSTON, Sept. 18.—The Spaniards have 


evacuated Banes, the most important fruit 
port on the northern coast of Cuba; in 
fact, it is the port from which nearly alt 
the banana) which come to Boston are 
shipped. 
The Spanish soldiers made a 


feeble attempt to defend the place, but the 
patriots were too many for them. 


The British steamer Taff, which arrived 


at this port yesterday with a cargo of 
bananas, bring* the first account of the 
evacuation of Banes, and also brings .re- 
ports ot a most serious state of affairs in 
that part of the island. 


The Taff reports that the entire north- 


ern section ot the island is now iu the 
hands of the insurgents, and Gibara itself, 
one of iRe strongest and best fortified 
cities ou the coast, is in a perilous posi- 
tion, although the Spaniards have between 
7000 and 8000 soldiers at this point and 
two men-of-war iu the Harbor. 


When it became known that the rebels 


threatened Banes, M. Dumois, who prac- 
tically owns the town and who is one of 
the wealthiest planters on the island, sent 
to the Spanish officials at Gibara, about 4U 
miles distant, an urgent requestfor troops, 
and the Taff was placed at the disposal of 
the government for the transportation of 
the troops. About 100 soldiers were hastily 
put' on board tbe Taff and shipped to 
Banes, but after they had arrived there 
they found that the rebels had already 
sacked the town and were camped on the 
outskirts to the number of about 5000 
There were only about TO Spanish soldiers 
iu the fort at Banes, but they made a 
show of resistance until overwhelmed by 
numbers they were forced to fall back. 
When the Taff arrived with rerenforce- 
ments a council of war was held, and it 
wujdecided to at once evacuate the port 
to the rebels, and the entire force was 


Taken Back to Gibara. 


, The officers of the Taff say the Spanish 
soldiers, which they took to Baues, were 
all mere boys, and yet they claimed to 
have been in IS engagements in the vicin- 
ity of Gibara. The orBoera further state 
thutth* soldiers were very poorly equipped. 
Some of them wore caps, others old 
straw hate, and still others had nothing 
to wear on their heads. 


As soon as the rebels found themselves 


in the possession of Banes they at once cut 
all telegraph and telephone wires and at 
once began to Karrass Gibara, and the 
commander of the fort was expecting an 
open attack at any moment. 


The officers of the Taff say that the 


whole country is up in arms audthar 
everybody favors the rebels So true is 
this that only boys were left it the port of 
Baues to load and unload the vessels. 
The bulk of the maie population 1ms 
joined the rebel ranks. 


It is also stated tfiat many of the rich 


planters are in sympathy with the rebels 
The rebels seem to have plenty or cash, 
mid the officers of the Taff say thaf every 
vessel that sails to Cuba is askrxf "by repre- 
sentatives of the, insurgents to buy rifles 
and cartridges in, the United States and 
smuggle them toJpuba. They will pay in 
advance for theseyand it is a well-known 
fact that nearly every vessel that sails to 
Cubit smuggles nrm» to tlie Insurgents,

convention opened in Association hall, 
Y. M C A building, today for the pur- 
pose of placing a state ticket In nomina- 
tion 


The meeting was called to order by the 


chairman of the state committee. Sing- 
Ing and prayer was followed by the elec- 
tion of Rev. Mabel MacCoy of Mansfield 
as temporary chairman. 


The election of convention committees, 


the report of the treasurer, the report of 
the committee on permanent organization 
and election of permanent officers of the 
convention followed.- 


Ex-Mayor Jethro C. Brock of New Bed- 


ford was elected permanent chairman, and 
he delivered the following address: 


Chairman Brooks* Kemarlc*. 


"I thank you most heartily for the 


honor you have conferred upon me in call- 
In; me to preside over your deliberations. 
It is an honor at any time to preside over 
a state convention of the Prohibitory 
party, but thit year it is doubly so, cele- 
brating, as we do, the 25th anniversary of 
the organization of the party. 


"While in chaise of the police depart- 


ment of New Bedford 1 had the oppor- 
tunity to tost the practicability of the en- 
forcing of a prohibitory policy, and I satis- 
fied myself, the liquor dealers and tho 
public generally that it was entirely prac- 
tical. Again, during my term as mayor, 
for the short time during which no license 
prevailed, it was again demonstrated that 
prohibition could be enforced, and in this 
connection I give, as the result of my ob- 
servation, that any failure to enforce the 
law is not due to the rank and file of the 
police department ov to the juries. 


"If those in authority really desire the 


saloon closed the police can and will se- 
cure evidence, and juries will convict. 
While experience has demonstrated to me 
these facts relative to prohibition, it has 
clearly convinced me of the complete fail- 
ure of license as an aid to the cause of 
temperance and sobriety. License, high 
or low, never has, does not and never can 
accomplish any good. 
The whole scheme 


I look upon as a perfect farce. It may ba 
a success xn the matter of revenue, but a 
nursery o^ poverty and crime, and could 
our taxpayer be induced to look at the sub- 
ject from a financial standpoint and see 
that for every dollar received from license 
they must be taxed $5 for the support of 
paupers and criminal expenses they 
would pei haps take an 


Entirely Different View of It. 


"In fact, I believe -If the receipts from 


licenses went to the state treasury, instead 
of that of the city or town, many places 
that now annually vots license, would in- 
stantly swing into the no-license column. 
It is the prevailing and absurd idea that 
the license money, going directly to tho 
local treasury, helps to pay the municipal 
expenses, and thereby reduce taxation, 
which leads many men to muzzle their 
conscience and vote for license. But how 
good men, even with the erroneous idea of 
reducing taxation, can vote shoulder to 
shoulder with the saloon men for license, 
is beyond my comprehension. 


"We are apt to speak very harshly of the 


liquor dealers, but I cannot lose sight of 
the fact that they are but the legalized 
representatives of the good citizens who 
vote for license and thereby give an air of 
respectability to the business. In iny 
opinion, the legalized dealer ought not to 
bear all the odium of the traffic. We often 
hear it said that the Prohibitionists vote 
in the air, but no vote for the right, for a 
principle, is ever thrown away, and no 
estimate of the healthy influence of the 
party can ever be made by the number of 
votes polled or even by the number of 
voters in attendance at a caucus held under 
tho ingenious Republican cuucus law. 


"Friends, we are advocating a good and 


just cause, and thit ought to be sufficient 
to inspire us to renewed activity. The 
women, who should be with us in voting 
are with us in the sentiment; the young 
Christian element, under the burning 
words of Wooloy, is looking this v>ay. and 
we should take courage and press for- 
ward." 


Miscellaneous business was transacted 


after the chairman's address, and the con- 
vention, at 13:30, adjourned till 2 p. m.
